In response to the office action mailed January 19, 2001, in 
connection with the above-referenced application, please find the following 
remarks: 
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REMARKS 

Reconsideration and allowance arc respectfully requested in 
view of the following remarks. The office action of January 19, 2001 rejects 
claims 1 and 2. However, the rejection is based on an interpretation of the 
claims that is clearly erroneous. The rejection states, "Applicants argue that, 
with respect to the Bodager article, there is only a single image recorded within 
the article, and that the receivers of the present invention contains two images. 
Applicants, however, are not claiming an article wherein both layers are, in fact, 
printed." 

The rejection is clearly erroneous because it ignores the two 
image limitations recited in the claims. It is correct that Applicants argued that 
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
